Goods of a Foreign Country Imported 
Through Canada. 
Washington, August 11.—The attorney 
general, in an opinion to the secretary of 
the treasury, rendered today, decides that 
goods, the production of a foreign country 
not contiguous to the United States, which 
are regularly impérted into Canada and 
afterwaras exported to the United States, 
are subject to the discriminating duty of 
10 per cent provided for in section 22 of the 
new tariff act, and also that the method 
of conveyance, whether by water, rail or 

otherwise, is not material. 

The question whether goods transported 
through Canada to the United States under 
consular seal are subject to the duty has 
not yet been determined. 

The case in point was that of $90,000 
worth of diamonds which were detained at

and nominated a _ full state ticket, 
by Jacob Coxey, of commonwseal 
fame, as the nominee for governor. 

Turbulent seenes marked the opening of 
the convention this morning. The anti-fu- 
sioniste had swept everything before them, 
capturing the temporary and permanent or- 
ganigations and all the committees, and 
they were on their mettle. 

The report of the committee on rules ané 
order of business brought out a sensation. 
The report provided that no speech should 
exceed five minutes, regardless of the sub- 
jJect discussed. Several immedi- 
ately joined in a protest against this pro- 
vision, claiming that it was contrary to the 
fundamental principle of the people’s party, 
and an amendment was offered to strike 
out this obnoxious section. Finally Peter 
Witt, of Cleveland, secured recognition 
from Choirman = Seit: and mounting a 
chair, proceeded to denounce the commit- 
tee making the report and asserted that 
the convention had been bought out by 
Mark Hanna. As Witt waved aloft in his 
hand a piece of paper which he claimed 
was a check that had been given to one 
of the delegates by an agent of Mark 
Hanna he launched into a bitter invective 
againet the. anti-fusionits, charging that 
all of them had been corrupted by Hanna 
money. A score of delegates Were on their 
feet in an ingfunt, crowding around the 
chair on which Witt stood. When one of 
the delegates attempted to pull Witt off 
the chair the latter struck at the delegate 
and a general melee ensued. Several blows 
were exchanged and chairs were raised 
aloft in‘a threatening manner. A policeman 
who was present rushed in :nd interru)ted 
the hostilities and a few monutes later a 
platoon of police reached the convention 
hall and the convention osroceeded after 
quiet had been restored, with a blue coat 
on guard in each aisle. The police re- 
tiiined until the convention tuok a final 
adjournment. 

The report of comnittee on rules was 
adopted. 

The convention then effected permanert 
organization, Temporary Chairman Juohn 
Seitz, of Tiffin, and Temporary Secretary 
Lightwallen, of New Philadelphia, being 
made permanent officers. 

The resolutions adopted reaffirmed the 
populist platforms adopted by the Omaha 
and St. Louis conventions of the party, and 
took fssue on several matters of lucal in- 
terest.

second’ coming of Christ. 

The gathering is composed exclusively of 
Presbyterian divines who belong to the 
southern general assembly, and among 
the delegates who slated to take 
a leading part in_the proceedings, are some 
of the most distinguished and influential 
men of thought in the southern: pulpit. To- 
night’s session was given mainty to the 
opening sermon of the conference by Dr. 
T. M. McConnell. of Greenville, S. C. He 
discussed the relation existing between 
Christ and the church. 

The practical work of the conference 
will begin with tomorrow's session. 

Concerning the work of this conference 
and the peculiar views of those who con- 
stitute the personnel there is widespread 
interest throughout the south just at this 
time. Every denomination of the Christian 
church shares it in some degree, and is 
curious to know what stand the Toccoa 
conference will take in the matter. This 
remains to be seen. 

With reference to the second coming of 
Christ the Presbyterian standards have 
little to say beyond the bare recognition of 
the faith that Christ is to return to this 
earth in glorious majesty at some time in 
the future. As to whether he will cOme in 
person and reign during the millennium or 
wait until the millennium is over and then 
come, the standards are wholly non-com- 
mittal. Either of these views may be en- 
tertained by members of the Presbyterian 
church without exposing themselves to 
charges of heresy. 

Those who adhere to the view that Christ 
is to come in person and reign during the 
millennium or one thousand years of peace, 
are termed pre-milenarians, while those 
who adhere to the view that Christ is not 
to come until after the millennium its over 
and the world perfectly subdued unto Him 
are termed post-milenarians. As the Pres- 
byterian standards are non-committal on 
this point, either of these views with res- 
pect to Christ’s second coming is strictly 
orthodox. 


What ‘“‘Pre-Millennial’’ Means. 

Most of the P.esbyterian divines attend- 
ing the Toccoa conference hold to the pre- 
millennial theory of Christ’s second com- 
ing. In view of this fact it is well to note 
che gradual evolution and expansion of 
this theory. 

From one of the leading divines attend- 
ing the conference it is learned that the 
first pre-millennial gathering ever held in 
the United States was held in the church 
of the Holy Trinity, New York city, ‘n the 
fall of 1878. Three members of that con- 
ference from the southern Presbyterian 
church, viz, Rev... H. W. Petzer. Rev. Wil- 
liam Dinwiddie and Rev. J. F. Cannon, 
prepared a declaration of principles which 
embraced. in brief. the following heads: 

4. We affirm our belief in the supreme and 
absolute authority of the written word of

In Many Homes There Is Nothing to 
Eat but Dry Bread. 

Tittsburg, August 11.—The latest move- 
ment of the strikers indicates that the min- 
ers’ leaders have abandoned all hope of 
drawing the coke region into the strike and 
have adopted a plan of using the cokers 
to assist the strikers in a more profitable 
way. 

The headquarters of the district officials 
of the United Mine Workers in this city 
are still besieged with appeals for aid from 
the starving women and children of the 
striking miners. 

The requests for help are away in excess 
of the means to respond. In many homes 
there is nothing but dry bread to eat, and 
in some cases nof even this. 

Arrangements are being made for a big 
labor meeting in McKee’s port Saturday 
evening, which all the striking miners in 
the Turtle Creek and Monongahela valleys 


are expected to attend. 


LIGHTNING STRIKES BREWERY. 


Damage Done Large New Orleans 
Manufactory. 

New Orleans, La., August 11.—A bolt of 
lightning this morming did considerable 
damage at the American brewery. 

It struck the brick work of two im- 
mense batteries of boilers, by which the 
machinery of the plant is operated, and 
almost completely destroyed it. One of 
the boilers was undermined and fell to 
the ground.

Barron, the Man Charged with the As- 
sault, Lives at Thomaston—He Is 
a Prominent Man. 


A very lively sensation has come to Hight 
which will probably give rise to a criminal 
prosecution and a lawsuit involving two 
well-known families in Atlanta and Thom- 
aston, Ga. 

Mr. S W. Turner, a member of the At- 
lanta police force, charges his brother-in- 
law, S..K. Barron, of Thomaston, with 
taking liberties with his (Turner's) four- 
teen-year-old daughter. 

The criminal prosecution will be based 
upon a charge of assault. 

The story is a sensational one, as Mr.

Last night a reporter of The Constitu- 
tion called at the residence of Mr. Turner, 
412 street, and asked him about 
the report. He said that it was true, but 
he had hoped it would not be published. 

The Father Tells the Story. 

“IT believe, however,’ said Mr. Turner, 
‘that the matter will eventually get into 
the newspapers, and I will tell you how 
that fellow acted toward my innocent little 
girl. She went to visit hér aunt, who was 
my wife’s sister, at Thomaston. Barron at- 
tempted to take advantage of her, and the 
matter was at first kept from me. He fe- 
peated his outrageous conduct, and when 
my child returned home last Saturday I 
for the first time heard the awful news. 
I went to Thomaston for the purpose of 
shooting the scoundrel, but.was prevailed 
upon to let the law take Its course. I im- 
mediately. swore out a warrant against 
Barron for an assault with intent to rape. 
He was arrested. Monday he gave bond. 
He afterwards came to me and wanted to 
compromise the matter. I was persuaded 
to leave Thomaston at once, and did so. 
The matter-has been a terrible blow to me 
and my family.” 

What the Lawyer Says.

ALLEGED KIDNAPERS FILE SUIT 


John Gilvere and Frank Moore Want 
$10,000 Damages Each. 


THEY CHARGE FALSE ARREST 


In Their Suits They Claim the Prose- 
cution Was Malicious ang With- 
out Probable Cause. 


Because they were charged with being 
Kiinapers and were arrested \cnd gent to 
the station house, John Gilveresend Frank 
Moore have filed suits for damageS-against 
F. G. Powers and Mary Powers, their 
accusers, in the sum of $10,000 ench. The 
suits, besides being for a very large 
amount, are interesting on account of 
the allegations upos which they are based. 
They were filed yesterday by Attorneys 
Thomas & Davis, who have been cmployed 
by the plaintiffs to represent them in the 
unusual litigation, 

One of the counts in each petition is 
for false imprisonment and the other for 
malicious prosecution. Both altegatiors 
claim the plaintiffs caused almost irrepara- 
damage to their character and have 
been a source of great humiliation to 
them. They deciare their arrest was 
maie without cause, and that they were 
compelled to remain in the station house 
on the charge of Kidnaping and under 
the ban of crime for thirty-eight hcurs. 

It will be recalled that in the latter part 
of last mouth John Gilvere and Frank 
Moore were arrested and imprisoned on 
the charge of kidnaping a KLttle white 
boy. Mr. and Mrs. Powers, who conduct 
a large truck farm and dairy near Lake- 
wocd, missed their little nephew one day 
and the boy, after a leng search had been 
made. could not be found. Gilvere and 
Moore, who had been working at the 
Powers farm, quit work and left Ye day 
before the child was missed. 

The two young men were charged 
Powers and his wife with kKidnaping the 
boy, and a young negro, who was last 
seen with the child, was also arrested and 
put in a cell at the statien house. 93 Gil- 
vere and Moore employed Messrs. Thomas 
& DEnvis, who succeeded in having them 
released after they had been imprisoned 
for thirty-eight hours. Gilvere and Moore, 
however, were again arrested), but when 
they were given a preiiminary § hearing 
before Justice Foute, the prosecution was 
dismissed by Rosser & Carter, who repre- 
sented the plaintiffs im the criminal case. 

In the recital of the case the p'‘qintiffs 
in yesterday’s sensational sults Fs not 
hesitate to say their arrest and imprison- 
ment was malicious and without probable 
cause. They claim the prosecution was a 
persecution, and declare there was mever 
any reasonable grounds upen which the 
prosecution could have been based. They 
claim that the ,ittle boy whom they were 
charged of abducting left the Powers 
home of his own free will, and that he re- 
turned to his mother, who lives in Vir-

Miss Kittie Henderson Witnesses Lynching 


of Bob Brachett. 
MOB SENT FOR YOUNG LADY 


When They Reached the Spot Where 
Crime Was Committed. 


THEN THE NEGRO WAS STRUNG TO A LIMB 


When the Jail Was Stormed and Mob 
Found They Had Been Outwitted ~ 
All Prisonerers Were Released. 


Asheville. N. C., August 11.—Bob Brach- 
ett, the assailant of Miss Kittie Hender- 
son, was lynched this afternoon. As an- 
nounced jn an Associated Press dispatch 
last night, a mob broke into the jail at 
this place and commenced to batter down 
the steel doors that led to the cells. 

Tne doors soon yielded and it was then 
discovered that Brachett had been spirited 
away by the officers. All the other pris- 
oners in the jail were liberated. 

Pursuit of the officers was at once com- 
menced and a crowd caught up with them 
at Terrill station, on the Southern rall- 
way, elghteen miles east of Asheville, ear- 
ly this morning. Brachett was taken from 
protectors, but the mob could not 
agree as to the disposition of him. Some 
wished to hang him there, but the stronger 
party decided to take him back to the vi- 
cinity of his crime. It was 4:35 when 
the party started out afoot, leading the 
negro, now nearly exhausted and sceeming- 
ly only half conscious, though he had not 
been ill-treated. Breakfast was had with 
a farmer, the megro having his share, 
and then the walk of some twelve miles 
was resumed.

The two prisoners were carried back to 
Jackson county jail and placed in their sep- 
arate cells. It is very probable that the 
death sentence will be passed today.

The tax receiver was as much surprised 
as anybody else when the official result 
was reached, and could net account for 
his mistake in the unofficial footings a 
few days ago, except to suppose that some 
of the totals at the foot of the pages in the 
tax book had been wrongly transcribed. 

The principal items in which the de- 
crease is shown are city real estate off 
$405,095, bonds and stocks off $172,890. mer- 
chandise off $116,750 and factories off $127,- 
380. The return of lands in the county

Alleged That He Sald -Flanagan Should 
Hang Crazy, or Not Crazy, 


AFFIDAVITS MADE [0 THAT EFFECT 


It Is Claimed by the Defense That a 
New Trial Is Certain To Result 


from the New Developments. 
New Trial Believed 
Certain. 


New and startling facts will be presented 
in the formal motion for a new trial in 
the Flanagan case, which will be heard 
at Decatur day after tomorrow. 

It now sems almost certain that Flan- 
agan will be given a new trial, as evidence 
has been discovered that the judge cannot 
ignore and act in accordance with recent 
supreme court decisions. 

Three men have made affidavits to the 
effect that ‘they heard W. P. Hadaway, 
one of the jurors who tried Flanagan the 
last time, express an opinion in regard 
to Flanagan’s guilt prior to the time of 
the trial and after he had been summoned 
as a juror. Another man makes affidavit 
to the effect that Hadaway asked him to 
go to Judge MeCundy, of Stone Mountain, 
and find out what could be done with him 
(Hadaway) for getting on the jury after 
having expressed the opinion that Flana- 
gan should be lynched. 

J. E. Robinson, an attorney of Atlanta, 
swears that Juror Hadaway sa‘d that 
Flanagan should have been lynched and 
then tried; that it made no difference 
whether he was crazy or not; that people 
who were crazy enough tto shoot down 
innocent people should be hanged. 

The affidavits are new and were entirely 
unexpected by the prosecution. Copies 
have already been filed with Solicitor Kim- 
sey and Judge Candler will pass on them 
Saturday when he hears the motion for a 
new trial. 

Hadaway, the offending juror, has filed 
an affidavit with Solicitor Kimsey denying 
that he expressed an opinion, but admit- 
ting being in the presence of the three men 
who have made the affidavits at the time 
when they were talking of the Flanagan 
He testifies that he heard the other 
men talking and saying that Flanagan 
should be hanged, but that he refrained 
from expressing any opinion. 

Hadaway Was Disturbed. 

Despite this affidavit it seems that Had- 
away considers himsclf to be in a very 
serious predicament, as he has appeaied 
to B. F. Street to help him in the matter. 
Street makes affidavit that Haddaway came 
to him last Monday morning and begged 
him to go to ‘Squire McCurdy and find 
out what could be done with him for 
swearing to the court that he had formed 
no opinion and then getting on the jury 
after he had expressed an opinion. 

The three affidavits to the effect that 
Hadaway expressed an opinion are made 
by J. E. Robinscn, of Atlanta?’ W. P. 
Campbell, of Stone Mountain, and Augus- 
Ford, of Stone Mountain. 

Robinson's affidavit was made under 
order of the court. Robinson positively 
refused to make an affidavit in regard to 
the matier and Colokel Glenn asked Judg 
Candler to issue an order compelling the 
attorney to make the affidavit. Judge 
Candler issued the order and Attorney 
Robinson was compelled to make the affi- 
davit. 

Robinson swears that prior to the recent 
Flaragan ‘trial he went to Stone Mountain 
to see his wife, who was visiting at the 
residence of Willitm Campbell, which is 
a distance presumably of about two and 
a half miles from Stone Mountain. He 
says:

What Robinson Heard. 

“T was met at the depot by William 
Campbell and also W. P. Hadaway, com- 
monly known as Bud, and who informed 
me that he had been summoned as a juror 
in the Flanagan case. 

Said Campbell brought with him a 
mule and a sulky, and said Campbell, 
Hadaway and myself got fn “the same 
and started for the res'dence of said Camp- 
bell. On the way and after our arrival 
at the house we discussed the Flanagan 
case and the prior lunacy trial thereof. 
The question was asked by Hadaway what 
Was necessary for a man to qualify as a 
juror. I repeated the first of the four 
statutory questions relative to the compe- 
tency of jurors. Upon this question both 
he and Campbell stated that they could 
qualify as jurors in said case. I then pro- 
pounded the second and third statutory 
questions relative to the competency of 
jurors. To these questions they answered 
that they were biased and prejudiced. and 
that their minds were not impartial be- 
tween the state and the accused. They 
then said that they could not qualify as 
jurors on these grounds and that ‘they 
did not believe that there was a man 
in DeKalb county who could and tell the 
truth. Then they stated that Flanagan 
should have been lynched and then tried; 
that it did not make any difference wheth- 
er he was crazy or not: that people who 
were crazy enough to shoot down innocent 
people should be hanged.” 

Witness Ford’s Knowledge. 


The vital portions of A. C. Ford's affi- 
davit are as follows: 

“Some time after the last continuance 
of the case of Flanagan and after its 
trial in July, and after William Hadaway 
had been summoned .as a juror in the case, 
deponent Was at the house of William 
Campbell in company with sald Badaway 
and J. E. Robinson. On this occasion a 
question arose as to who could serve as 
jurors in the case, and the discussion was 
principally between Robinson and Hada- 
way, and Robinson was. asked to repeat

they come up to be qualified. This he did, 
and to the first question, as to whether

In fact, the principal talking and 
the hardest expressions about Flanagan 
and the case, and about it making no dif- 
ference whether he was crazy or nat, came 
from Hadaway and Robinson.” 
Campbell Also Heard It. 

W. P. Campbell’s affidavit is to the 
effect that he was present at the conver- 
sation which took place at his house in 
relation to the Flanagan case. He said 
that the conversation between Robinson, 
Hadaway and himself was as follows: 

“That the said Robinson propounded the 
questions prescribed by the statutes to a 
juror on his voir dire, in criminal cases, 
to ascertain if the said Hadaway would be 
qualified as a juror to try the said E. C, 
Flanagan, who was qdharged with ‘the 
crime of murder, said Flanagan being the 
topic of conversation, and in reply to one 
Of said questions, to-wit: ‘Is your mind 
perfectly impartial between the state and 
the accused?’ the said Hadaway replied 
and said that his mind was not impartial 
between the state and the accused, where- 
upon the said Robinson said that would 
disqualify him (Hadaway) from being a 
juror in the case. Hadaway acknowledged 
that it would.”’ 

Besides these three affidavits there are 
several others on a different line. A num- 
ber of affidavits are presented setting forth 
the good character of Ford, Robinson and 
Campbell. These latter affidavits are from 
the best people in DeKalb county. There 
is one affidavit from Judge McCurdy to 
the effect that Street came to him and 
asked him if the law could hurt Hadaway 
for swearing falsely to get on tthe jury. 

All of the affidavits are in the hands 
of Solicitor Kimsey. They were filed with 
the solicitor early yesterday morning. 

The present status of the Flanagan case 
is exactly similar to the Myers case @i- 
rectly before Myers was given a new trial 
by the supreme court. The decision of the 
supreme court in that case was that if 
satisfactory proof could be given that a 
juror in the case had expressed an opinion, 
prior to the trial, a new trial should 
be granted. 

The Flanagan case will be argued before 
Judge Candler on Saurday, day after to- 
morrow. The motion for a new trial will 
be very lengthy and will recite many 
grounds for a new trial.
